nearly 2,000 girls representing all 
girls now in the 6th through 12th 
grades, the survey covers girls’ 
hopes, worries, relations with par 
ents and friends, dating, plans for 
education, wrork and marriage. 
It is the first section of a two- 
part survey undertaken by the 
national Girl Scout organization 
on the needs of adolescent girls 
and ways in which these needs 
can be met. The second section, 
dealing specifically with the Girl 
Scout program and its service to 
girls, is expected to be completed 
early in 1958. 
The study reveals that adoles­ 
cent girls are under most stress 
between the ages of 14 and 16 
when they are beginning to es­ 
tablish relationships outside the 
family that are equally important 
to them. 
According to the survey, most 
girls start 
dating at 
14. 
While 
only one-fifth of those under 14 
reported any dating, 70 per cent 
of those in the 14-to-16 age brac­ 
ket not only date, but date regu­ 
larly, often every weekend. Of 
the girls over 16. 90 percent dat£ 
regularly. 
The study brings out the fact 
that contrary to popular opinion, 
only 10 per cent of girls 11 to 18 
years 
old 
“go 
steady.” 
Asked 
what they 
thought 
of

steady,” less than one-fifth said 
‘hey 
liked the idea. Sixty per 
cent of the girls over 16 thought

disadvantages 
than advantages to this practice 
Most girls 
interviewed 
rated 
personality higher than physical 
appearance as a factor in deter­ 
mining popularity with boys. 
The m ajority of girls think it 
is 
legitimate and 
necessary for 
parents to make rules for their 
children, and they agree with the 
more specific rules their own par­ 
ents make. More than half be­ 
lieve the rules 
governing 
their 
behavior are fair and helpful. 
When adolescent girls do dis­ 
agree with their parents, the is­ 
sues are most likely to be cloth­ 
ing. dating, and hours, the su r­ 


v e y indicates Younger girls, un­

The kinds of jobs which re­ 
quire 
the 
feminine 
characteris­ 
tics of helpfulness and service to 
others are invariably more popu­

professional or career 
jobs that require long training, 
most popular occupations in or­ 
der, are secretary, nurse, teacher, 
and social worker. 
Eight out of 10 girls interview­ 
ed said they want to grow up to 
be like their mothers, other fe­ 
male relatives or teachers. Only 
2 percent are interested in be­ 
coming glamorous movie or 
TV 
stars. 
Although 94 per cent of the 
girls expect to get married “some 
day” only 3 per cent said that 
they wish to become housewives. 
The survey points, out that this 
may be owing to the fact that 
most girls covered by the study 
are thinking about the next few 
years rather than th« relatively 
distant future. 
One-third of the girls want rol 
lege educations. This figure, the 
're p o rt notes, is much higher than

Friendships play a very 
im­ 
portant part in the lives of alo- 
iescent gills, the study reveals. 
They need and want loyal girl 
friends whom they can talk to 
and conlidt in.

girls interviewed said they felt a 
friend could be as close to them 
as a member of their ow n famil­ 
ies. Consideration for others, skill 
in social activities, and good mor- 
alal character were cited 
most 
frequently as the basis for liking 
another girl. Only a handful gave 
social status as a criterion for 
choosing friends. 
Most adolescent g.rls, accord­ 
ing to ihe study, do some kind of 
work to earn money. Nearly 60 
per cent hold jobs outside their 
homes and 20 per cent earn m on­ 
ey for home chores. Baby sitting 
is the most common type of work 
for girls from the age of 12 on. Of 
the gills over 16. a sizeable group 
have jobs in offices and stores.

Small Grains May Be Practical 
Many legume seedings are made 
in winter on fail s e e d e d small 
grains, advises Bert Robbins, coun 
ty agent. 
Seeding at this time of­ 
fers several advantages: 1. It can 
be done when other work is not 
required and machinery 
needed 
| to make seedings is held to a mini- 
' mum. 
i 
These winter seedings are usual­ 
ly made by broadcasting, 
either 
with a hand seeder or a tractor 
mounted seeder. 
; 
January or early 
February 
is 
probably the best time to broad­ 
cast. This allows more time 
for 
I freezing and thawing to cover seed 
deeper. 
Some farm ers allow the practice 
» of splitting their seeding - broad- 
' casting half the seed early and the 
other half late in the winter. 
The 
purpose is to increase their chance 
i of getting a stand under varying 
weather conditions. 
Broadcasting on 
a 
light 
snow 
helps to show where 
you 
have 
gone, resulting in better seed dis­ 
tribution. 
Seed should be inoculated when­ 
ever there is any doubt about inoc­ 
ulation already b e i n g 
in 
1 h e 
ground. 
Don’t seed in the middle 
of a bright sunshiny day because 
bright sunshine can kill 
inocula­ 
tion. 
You may want to consider drill­ 
ing the seed later on just prior to 
growing weather. 
By drilling you 
can get even distribution, can cov­ 
er the seed, and can put on some 
starter fertilizer right uhere the 
young plants will need it. 
In this 
method, drill crosswise to the way 
the small grain is drilled. 
Where a drill is not available, 
seed can be broadcast 
late and 
then harrowed 
in. 
This method 
avoids danger of a late freeze kill 
ing the plants. 
Legume seed supplies are such 
that you will want to get yours 
early. 
While the 
ladino supply 
should be ample, 
any 
extensive 
Soil Bank use of alfalfa, red clov­ 
er. and sweet clover will put them 
in short supply. 
Both 
lespedeza 
and alsike are in somewhat short 
supply. 
The safe thing is to buy 
seed early.

To Bean Acreage 
The soybean cyst nematode may 
prove to be* a serious threat to 
soybean production, according to in 
formation from County Agent. Tom 
B Stroup. The nematode was found 
in southeast Missouri in late 19.% 
and it appears the infestation may 
be fairly general throughout ihe 
area More surveys are being con­ 
ducted now by the state and federal 
Departments of Agriculture. 
The soybean cyst nematode ha? 
been a pest in bean-production ar­ 
eas of Japan. Korea, and Manchur­ 
ia for 40 years or more. It's one 
of numerous, tiny almost transpar­ 
ent eelworms that infest soil, plants 
and animals all over the world. 
Soybeans are the principal host 
plant 
How'ovcr, studies at North 
Carolina -hows the nematode will 
also attach annual lespedeza. The 
entomologists say this means that 


th< 
soybean cyst nematode must 
also be considered 
a 
potential 
threat to Mtaanuri’s 10 million ac­ 
res of 1 \-pedeza. Common vetch 
and garden beans may also be at­ 
tacked. 
Infestations spread by means of 
moving soil. Farm machinery is 
probably the most common mean- 
of spread. Others arc normal sur­ 
face drainage . 
. blowing soil . . 
floods . . . man and animals . . . 
and cars driving through infested 
fields. 
Although 
this 
paints a 
rather 
dark picture, the insect men (Kiint 
out that the nematode discovery 
doesn’t mean it’s new 
They say 
the nematode has probably been 
active in Mi* ouri for 
15 to 25 
years. Damage can be expected to 
increase much faster during the 
next few years. They have been 
found in Scott County fields. 
As for methods of holding the 
pest in check, chemical control is 
completely out of the question at 
the present time. 
For the 
1957 
growing season, our Missouri ento­ 
mologist? suggest that bean pro- 
dlucers in Southeastern Missouri 
plan soybeans on land that hasn't 
been used for beans, lespedeza, or 
vetch during the past three or four 
years if at all ixissible. Although 
research is not complete, they be­ 
lieve that a three or four year 
ortation may reduce the 
nema­ 
todes' ability to damage a soybean 
crop. 
.And here's a warning from Coun­ 
ty Agent Stroup. Under no condi­ 
tions should soil samples be tak«*n 
from fields suspected to be infest­ 
ed by the nematode. Any such sam­ 
ites taken would only make the sit 
nation worse by having a flood of 
potentially infested samples being 
sent over the state. 
All soy bean growing areas in the 
state Will eventually be tested to 
determine the presence or absence 
of the soybean cyst nematode.

Committee (alls USDA 
Meet Premature; Sees 
No Cause for Alarm 


PORTAGEVILLE — A larm ed 
by* the cancellation of some or­ 
ders for soybean seed from other 
states due, it is believed, to th« 
publicized announcem ents of tha 
discovery of .igybean Cyst Nem­ 
atode and 
the possibility of a 
federal quarantine being imposed 
the 
M issouri Cotton 
Producers 
Association called a m eeting of 
all mem bers of its feed, seed and 
grain com m ittee Thursday to dis­ 
cuss this ncw’cst threat to the ag­ 
ricultural economy of the state, 
particularly Southeast M issouri. 
First of ail, this com m ittee de­ 
clared 
that 
the USDA 
hearing 
scheduled for Jan. 31, is prem a­ 
ture and should, by all m eans, be 
postponed until the M issouri De­ 
partm ent 
of 
A griculture 
can 
com plete its survey, A reas of in­ 
festation in the state and defin­ 
ite diagram s 
of 
infested areas 
will not be available until Aug. I, 
N ext, 
the 
com m ittee 
found 
that “as say boons are not carriers 
of the Soybean Cyst N em atode, 
it is strongly recom m ended th a t 
no restrictions or quarantine m ea­ 
sures of any kind be applied th a t 
will ham per the movement of the 
beans 
into norm al channels of 
trade.” 
T hird, “if results of the survey 
now underw ay w arrant q u ara n ­ 
tine 
action, 
some 
restrictions 
would be in order on the m ove­ 
ment of farm m achinery operat­ 
ing in known infected areas." It 
was em phasized, however, “ th at 
any such actions should be lim ­ 
ited to im plem ents or Vehicles in 
direct contact with infected soils 
and should not include the soy­ 
beans itself.” 
The com m ittee also requested 
that the College of A griculture 
im m ediately issue a statem ent de- 
! d arin g M issouri seed beans to be 
free of infection and that there 
is no danger from seed that has 
been cleaned and placed in un­ 
used sacks. It was a Lo urged 
that the College of A griculture 
step up its research activities in 
regard to control and eradication 
of the Soybean Cyst Nem atode 
and that if the available funds 
are not sufficient, to request the 
Legislature 
to allot 
em ergency 
funds. 
In his letter outlining the ae* 
tions taken py the com m ittee on 
Thursday, Hilton L. Bracey, exe­ 
cutive v ice-president of MCPA, 
closed by saying:

Missouri 
Delta, 
it

agreed 
there was no reason w'hy any 
Southeast Missouri farm er should 
refrain from planting beans as 
he did last year or as he plans 
I to do in the future.

to be concerned, there is no cause 
for alarm or any reason to think 
that the Delta soybean industry

; cries yet to be made will undoub­ 
tedly enable farm ers to continue 
their norm al operations and pre­

In a telephone interview w ith 
Dean J. H. Longwell of the Mis­ 
souri College of A griculture, he 
told The Standard that although 
there have apparently been some

Cyst Nematode, he did not feel

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A nationwide network of high* 
h ay “ slum*” with ultimate de­ 
struction of property \allies will 
result from the nation’s multi-bil- 
lion dollar road-building program 
in the next decade unless ade­ 
quate provision is made for pres- 
fumuonal landscaping, as

of cheap roadside 
construction, 
Clyde H. Stocking. San Jose, Cal­ 
ifornia. president American Assoc 
latten of Nurserymen, 
warned 
here last night at the Western 
Association of Nurserymen meet­ 
ing. 
“There seems to be little road­ 
side planning either by the feder­ 
al government or the states to in­ 
sure that motoring will be a scen­ 
ic pleasure, instead of 70-mile- 
pcr hour hysteria over 
speed 
lanes between distracting road­ 
sides ’hat help the accident death 
toll to mount with horiifying reg­ 


ularity,” Mr. Stocking said. In 
most of the nation the situation is 
growing worse from year to year. 
Widening the roadway is not the 
whole answer ’ because the prob­ 
lem is both social and economic.” 
Mr. Stocking suggested four in­ 
itial steps to insure the future of 
our highway systems and the ar­ 
eas bordering them. 
1. Require minimum functional 
landscaping of express highways 
for safety by means of median- 
strip plantings to reduce head­ 
light glare wherever 
needed; 
plantings of “bays” and “ promon­ 
tories” to reduce motoring mon­ 
otony; erosion control plantings 
for economy of maintenance, and 
establishment of roadside “green 
oelts” to reduce traffic noises and 
uphold values of privately-owned 
property in populated areas along 
the rights-of-way. Erosion control 
plantings of shrubs can save 
a 
large part of highway mainten­ 
ance costs each year, as already 
proved in a number of states. 
2. Control roadside businesses 
with minimum set-backs and land 
scaping to preserve the natural 
beauty of the roadsides. 
3. Require ail bull-dozed areas 
along the roadsides to be ade­ 
quately replanted to restore na­ 
tural beauty, including landscap­ 
ing of highway structures and 
traffic circles. 
4. Landscaping of access roads 
to encourage trade in cities and 
towns along the express 
high­ 
ways. Landrcaping of entrances 
to towns along the highway routes 
creating 
attractile 
approaches 
to the communities will attract 
tourist aud 
other 
trade. 
The 
spreading of highway 
“ slums” 
eventually will drain billions of 
dollars in trade from established 
communities. 
Mr. Stocking warned that the 
creation of such “slums” eventua­ 
lly may cause vastly greater de­ 
preciation of 
private 
property 
values along the highways and 
in many communities, than the to­ 
tal cost of the whole highway pro­ 
gram. Concentrated study of such 
problems is urgently needed and 
regulations should be set up both 
by tht federal authorities and the 
states lest pressing demand for mo­ 
toring pavements 
obscures 
the 
eventual social aud economical de­ 
terioration of areas traversed by 
the highways. The costs of perman­ 
ently achieving beneficial 
rather 
than harmful future effect would 
be only a fraction of the cost of 
the expanded highway system it­ 
self. A few states have pioneered 
in highway landscaping. Mr. Stock­ 
ing states, with social and econom­

“ We have a big dinner-dance to 
honor all the college graduates in 
Chicagoland who are of Greek de­ 
scent,” he began. 
“ So wed be greatly pleaded if 
you would consent to address our 
group. * 


Greek Americans 
Mrs. Crane and I were present 
At the big party and greatly en­ 
joyed ourselves. 
I sat beside Mrs. Thomas Hen­ 
dron whose husband is one of the 
Greek Orthodox Catholic priests 
of Chicago. 
Sne was a very vivacious and 
beautiful woman, and the mother 
of three children. 
“ In 
our 
Greek 
O r t h o d o x 
Church. ’ she said, ‘ our priests 
can marry before they are or­ 
dained. 
“ But the married priests are 
not promoted to higher church of- 
f ees, such as bishops.” 
Dr. Soter also told me when he 
and some of his fellow Gre< s 
jm ’grated to 
America, 
a b o u t 
1914. there were very few Greek 
families in Chicago. 
“ In fact,” he laughed, “ when 
we wished 
to 
recruit A Greek 
bridesmaids for a wedding during 
World Wai 
I. we couldn’t find 
that many.

In fact, 
he had over I.OOO of the leading 
scholars of the known world send­ 
ing him their raw data for anal- 
ysis, and that beats any scientist 
even today.

were asked to subscribe to the 
Oath of Hippocrates, your Greek 
Father of Medicine 
“ And as a Bible Class teacher 
each 
Sunday 
for 
the 
past

years, I appreciate the fact that 
the early Christian church was 
really launched p r i m a r i l y In 
Greece. 
“ In fact. Pauls letters to ’he 
Corinthians 
and 
Ephesians 
and 
Thesalonians, show that his ma­ 
jor pioneer churches were started 
in your ancestral land or among 
your people in Asia Minor. 
‘Furthermore, of the first five 
books 
of 
the 
New 
Testament, 
three were written by Hebrews, 
but Luke and Acts were written 
by the Greek physician, Dr. Luke. 
“ So, from my own major activ­ 
ities. I am trebly indebted to th* 
contribution* of Greece, notably In 
psychology and medicine and re­ 
ligion.

Winter Seeding Legum es On 
Small Grains .May Be Practical 
Many legume seedings are m ade 
in winter on fall s e e d e d sm all 
grains, advises B ert Robbins, coun 
ty agent. 
Seeding at this tim e of­ 
fers several advantages: I. It can 
be done when other work is not 
required and m achinery 
needed 
to m ake seedings is held to a m ini­ 
mum. 
These winter seedings are usual­ 
ly m ade by broadcasting, 
either 
with a hand seeder or a tractor 
mounted seeder. 
January or early 
February 
is 
probably the best tim e to broad­ 
cast. This allows m ore tim e 
f o r ; 
freezing and thawing to cover seed 
deeper. 
Some farm ers allow the practice 
of splitting their seeding - broad­ 
casting half the seed early and the 
other half late in the winter. 
The 
purpose is to increase their chance 
of getting a stand under varying 
w eather conditions. 
Broadcasting on 
a 
light 
snow* 
helps to show 
where 
you 
have 
gone, resulting in better seed dis­ 
tribution. 
Seed should be inoculated when­ 
ever there is any doubt about inoc­ 
ulation already b e i n g 
in 
t h e 
ground 
Don’t seed in the middle 
of a bright sunshiny day because 
bright sunshine can kill 
inocula­ 
tion. 
You may w ant to consider drill­ 
ing the seed later on just prior to 
growing w eather. 
By drilling you

The soybean cyst nem atode may 
prove to be a serious threat to 
soybean production, according to in 
formation from County' Agent, Tom 
B Stroup. The nem atode was found 
in southeast Missouri in late 1956 
and it appears the infestation may 
be fairly general throughout th* 
area More surveys are being con­ 
ducted now by the state and federal 
D e trim e n ts of Agriculture. 
The soybean cyst nem atode has 
been a pest in bean-production a r­ 
eas of Japan, Korea, and M anchur­ 
ia for 40 years or more. It s one 
of numerous, tiny almost transpar­ 
ent eelworms that infest soil, plant" 
and anim als all over the world 
Soybean* are the principal host 
plant 
How-ever. studies at North 
Carolina shows the nem atode will 
' also attach annual lespedeza. The 
, entomologists say this means that 


the soybean cyst nematode must 
also be considered 
a 
potential 
threat to Missouri'?. IO million ac­ 
res; of L'spcdefca. Common vetch 
and garden beans may also be at­ 
tacked. 
Infestations spread by means of j 
moving soil. Farm machinery is 
probably the most common m eans j 
of spread Others ate normal sur­ 
face drainage . . . blowing soil . . 
floods . . . man and animals . . J 
and cars driving through infested J 
fields. 
Although this paints a rather 
dark picture, the insect men point 
out that the nem atode discovery 
doesn't m ean ifs new 
They say 
the nematode ha- probably been 
active in Missouri for 15 to 25 
years. Damage can be expected to 
increase much faster during the 
next few years 
They have been 
found in Scott County fields. 
As for methods of holding the 
pest in check, chem ical control is 
completely out of the question at 
the present time. 
For the 
1957 
growing season, our Missouri ento­ 
mologists suggest that bean pro­ 
d u cers in Southeastern Missouri 
plan soybeans on land that hasn't 
been used for beans, lespedeza, or 
vetch during the past three or four 
years if at all possible. Although 
research is not com plete, they be­ 
lieve that a three or four year 
ortation may reduce the 
nem a­ 
todes' ability to dam age a soybean 
crop. 
A-id here s a w arning from Coun­ 
ty Agent Stroup. U nder no condi­ 
tions should soil sam ples be taken 
from fields suspected to be infest­ 
ed by the nematode. Any such sam* 
pies taken would only m ake the sit 
uation worse by having a flood of 
potentially infested sam ples being 
sent over the state. 
Ail soybean growing areas in the 
state will eventually bv tested to 
determ ine the presence or absence 
of the soybean cyst nem atode.
